Great Things Predicted lor Siinboncet. 

Kiinbonnet, whose Oaks victory represented the 
first success of the year for the Macombi'r stable, 
Aviil probably turn out to be the b<*st threc-year- 
old fill.v of the year in .\merica. She ran a more 
impressive race than t!:e form chart indicates in 
winning the Oaks. Like so many of the English 
thoroi’.glibred.s lecently brought into this country, she 
lacks the ability to get away from the barrier on 
rv(*ii terms with hi*r American rivals. That handi- 
caii explained her defeat tiy Marie Miller n|K>ii tlie 
(M-easion of In r initial start of the season at 
Churchill Downs. Marie Miller had obtained a win- 
ning li*ad, Avhile Snnbunnet Avas settling into her 
stride. The Macoinlier filly got aAvay even more di.s- 
advantageoiisl.v in the 0:iks. laist to h*ave tlie iiest 
b.v a big margin, her case seemed hopeless at the 
outset of the race. To make matters worse she was 
twice cut off and kno(*ked back, aft(*r having made 
iqi much of the ground lost at the start. That .«he 
was able to OAercoiiie all thesi* handicaps an<4 score 
Avith ease in a soixsation*il stretch sprint, stamps 
her as an extraordinary filly and Fruit Cake, Avhii*h 
had lK*en looming up as the most likely candidate 
for the filly honors of the year until Sunhnnnct’s 
apiiearauce, probably Avill have to take a back scat. 
If Sunbonnet could be educated to leave the barrier 
properly, it would take a good colt indeed to beat 
her, in the opinion of competent judges, who have 
seen her work and race here. Mr. Macomber, who 
has spent a fortune for thoroughbreds in the past 
year or two, is to be eongratulated upon the posses- 
sion of such a fine filly. Racing folks generally 
Avould rejoi(*e If some of the other members of this 
big racing establishment should shortly discover 
similarly good fonn, for Mr. Macomber’s lavish 
exiienditures for goo<l horses deserve more sub- 
stantial results than have so far been obtained.

The other side of 
the picture shows St. Simon doing well with Perdita 
II., Florizi 1 II., Persimmon ami Diamond Jubilee, 
and another extremely successful blend was Hermit 
and Devotion, Thebais, Clairvuiix, St, Marguerite, 
etc.
